The most basic changes in the 
specifications concern the butter- 
fat content - from the state mini- 
mum to 3,7 percent, with vitamin 
D added, 

A change in the original specs, 
and retained now, is a require- 
ment for waxed or plastic-lined 
cartons instead of the familiar 
bottles, 

Although implied originally, the 
new specs contain a provision that 
milk will be delivered to those 
places within each school that may

We feel deeply for the new town manager, who begins 
performing his duties July 20, because he must quickly 
settle the recreation dispute. And there’s no reason to 
believe he’s miracle-man enough to handle this hot potato, 
without the background, and when several others have 


failed, 


Given time to get acquainted, there’s no question that 
he’ll take action; it’s a decision now that’s important, 


however, 


It appears that the Recreation Committee’s defined 
responsibility of advising the recreation director, and 
explaining recreation policies to the public, is not being 


carried out. 
The shoe is actually on the other foot. 


The Committee is seeking advice from the director; 


makes decisions; then advises the Selectmen. 


Somewhere, somehow, the professional advice the town 
wanted, when it voted for a paid director, has been de- 


emphasized. 


As a matter of cold, hard, but unpleasant fact, the 
Recreation Committee seems to have gone far beyond its 
duties. This has served to complicate the issues to a 


great extent. 


Fault Lies With School Committee 


In recent editorials, we have been critical of the School 
Committee’s action in awarding milk contracts to the 
high bidders, 

The town’s school lunch program subsidy is threatened, 
as is the subsidy for the milk itself and the commodities 
which come to the cafeterias. 

It should be noted, however, that the fault in this situa- 
tion lies with the School Committee — not the milk 
dealers. 

Their bids were submitted; the Committee acted on 
them. 

The dealers could not coerce the Committee members to 
take action other than they wanted to take. Thus the 
decision is squarely and wholly in the laps of the Com- 
mittee, 


Figures, Please 


School Committeeman Vincent P. Davey believes in 
using the precedents of the past to determine the probable 
future. 

He predicted to the School Committee last week that the 
town will not want to add to the proposed new hich school 
— a necessity, if a 1,200 school is built now. Planners 
flatly assert that an addition to at least 1,500 will be 
needed within four or five years from the time the 1,200 
school opens. 

Mr. Davey believes — based on the assertion that the 
present high school is expandable, and the expressed 
disinterest in taking this step — that townspeople, School 
Committees and building committees a few vears from now 
will be reluctant to add to such a structure. 

However, he went along on a vote to approve the 1,200 
school, while pointing out that the School Committee had 
already been on record for a 1,500 structure. 

It would be interesting, and perhaps would clear up a 
mystery of sorts, if someone would put together the cost 
differences between building a 1,200 and a 1,500 school 
now, and also compare probable interest charges, main- 
tenance costs, and other expenses which might be charged 
up to a larger stricture. These figures could be compared 
with the estimated construction savings, by building once 
instead of twice, While the Building Committee has stated 
that the potential savings would be offset by extra costs, 
we haven’t seen the figures. 

Without the figures to look at and study, it is rather 
difficult to clearly evaluate these arguments.

The taller a tree is the more 
apt it is to be hit, Trees growing 
singly or in groups, along streets 
or at the edge of woods are struck 
more often than those deep in a

Lightning kills and damages 
thousands of prized shade trees 
every year, Some with soft wood
